WAR VETERAN GETS $5290 
AND $57 A MONTH FOR LIFE 


Raymond Tucker Disabled in Bat- 
tle of Argonne Gets Judg- 
ment in Federal Court. 

Raymond Tucker, 34 years old, 
of 2433 South 
disabled soldier, was awarded a 
judgment of $5299 against the 
Government, representing 
compensation plus interest since 
May 11, 1925, and $57.50 a month 
for life by Federal Judge Faris 
today. 

Tucker, a former machine gun- 
ner in the Seventy-Eighth Division, 
was struck in the right arm by @ 
shell fragment Oct. 23, 1918, in the 
battle of the Argonne. He was 
subsequently discharged from Wal-

JUSTICE G. £. DIETZ 
FATALLY HURT IN FALL 


Illinois Supreme Court Judge 
Thrown When Truck 
Brushes His Horse.

MOLINE, Ill., Sept 14.—Cyrus 
E. Dietz, Illinois Supreme Court 
Justice, died yesterday as . result 


of injrries suffereu in fall from 
a horse. 
The Judge. who wes 56 years 


old, had been in ill nealth for some 
time. Riding with his nephew, Caz 


J 2tz, he was knoci:cl to the 
ground when a -o..f... truck 
- rushed against his mount. 


Judge Dietz’ injuries were not re- 
gardel as serious at first, but in 
tie h-spital he was found to be 
in a critical condition and he died 
a few hours after the accident. One 
leg, broken when wu: was playing 
f otball years ago at Northwestern 
University, was fractured and he 
was injured internally. 

A widow and =a son, 
Dietz, survive. 

Judge Dietz was chosen for the 
Supreme Court bench to succeed 
Floyd E. Thompson, who resigned 
to make the race for Governor on 
the Democratic ticket last fall. He 
had for years practiced law in Mo- 
line and Chicago, having spent his 
legal apprenticeship, after gradu- 
ation from Northwestern Universi- 
ty, in the office of the late Wil- 
liam E. Dever, who became Mayor 
of Chicago. 

Before taking a seat on the Su- 
preme Court bench, he was a spe- 
cial Assistant Attorney-General of 
Illinois, representing the State in a 
suit brought against Illinois by 
other states bordering on the Great 
Lakes to check diversion of water 
from Lake Michigan for sewage 
disposal purposes. In the same ca- 
pacity he also had charge of the 
celebrated case of Illinois against 
the Illinois Central Railroad to re- 
cover charter fees. 

Judge Dietz was born at Onargo, 
Ill. On De. 8, 1904, at Moline, he 
married Miss Roberta Louise 
Sleight, a daughter of Edward H. 
Sleight, a retired manufacturer of 
this city.

Playright Tells Sexual Reform Congress That 
Victorian Woman, Dressed From Head to 
Foot, Was Masterpiece of Seductiveness. 


Special Cable to Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


LONDON, Sept. 14. — Georse 
Bernard Shaw addressed the third 
international congress of the World 
League for Sexua! Reform yesterday 
on “The Need for Expert Opinion 
in Sexual Reform.’ He described 
himself as an expert. 

Shaw said that no matter what 
people’s views were on sexual re- 
form, it was @esirable that they 
should take expert advice as to the 
practicability of the particular 
measures they were advocating. 
Instead of following the customary 
method of inventing their own sci- 
ence to accord with what they 
themselves desired, and inventing 
facts to suit themselves, he said, 
they should make a practice of 
finding out what would happen if 
the particular measures they were 
advocating were carried i1io ef 
féct. 

“IT am an expert on sex appeal,” 
he said, “and I am a playwrigh. 
The theater is continually occupied 
with sex appeal. It has to dea! 
with sex appeal exactly as the cos- 
termonger deals in turnips, It is 
curious that in matters of -ex ap- 
peal nobody calls in a playwright, 
although he is the very obvious 
person to call in. 

“As an expert, I say the only 
method of creating sex appeal! is by 
clothes. Women have taken a very 
large step toward nudity and sex 
appeal has vanished. Bring back 
clothes and it will be increased. 

“TI have always been very im- 
pressionable in the direction of sex. 
My first impressions were gained 
from Victorian women. Now the 
Victorian woman was a masterpiece 
of sex appeal. She was clothed 
from the sole of her foot to the 
crown of her head. It was amaz- 
ing. Everything about her except 
her cheeks and her nose was a 
guilty secret at which you had to 


guess. 
“Modern women will probably be 


shocked by pictures of those Vic- 
torian ladies with every contour 
emphasized and upholstered. The 
Victorian age was an exceedingly 
immoral age affected with the dis- 
ease of exhibitionism. 

“To -.he mass of people today art 


and beauty are rothing but de- 


bauchery. We must fight for class 
morality. There must be a divi- 
sion of morality for distinct sec- 
tions of the community. One sec- 
tion coulu . »t impose its ideas on 
a nation.” 

The congress declared itself 
against “all kinds of censorship of 
sex subjects in literature, scientific 
publications and pictures.” It was 
decided that “impropriety is too 
subjective and indefinite to serve 
as the basis for laws. Human be- 
ings should be so educated as to 
be able to meet knowledge and to 
decide for themselves what to 
avoid and reject.” 

Adoption of this resolution fol- 
lowed an address by Bertrand Rus- 
sell, who advocated removal of all 
censorship laws. 

In an address at Albert 
Cardinal Bourne, primate of the 
Roman Catholic Church in En- 
gland, denounced the ideas being 
discussed at the congress as ‘“‘de- 
grading to holy matrimony.”

Resolution in Accord With 
Policy of American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


A resolution to establish the 6- 
day working week for all of the 
17,000 union wire, wood and metal 
lathers in the United States, effec- 
tive next July 1, was adopted yes- 
terday at the convention of the in- 
ternational union, which closes at 
Hotei Jefferson today. 

About half of the union lathers 
in the country now working five 
days a week, including those in 
St. Louis, officers said. The reso- 


lution is in accord with the policy 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, though contrary to wishes of 
most employers. The lathers were 
among the first workmen to short- 
en their working week in 8t. Louis, 
putting the measure into effect 
two years ago. In a campaign to 
make the 6-day week general 
where union workers are employed 
the American Federation of Labor 
recently requested a report on the 
results of the measure from local 
labor organizations.

In the case of the people of St. Louis it is an ex- 
pensive education. In the first week of the new fare 
plan by which casuals pay 10 cents and regular rid- 
ers buy commutation tickets the company’s revenue 
from cars and busses rose 2.38 per cent, or $8133.04. 
At the same ratio about $400,000 would be added to 
the company’s income, or approximately the total of 
the recent wage increase granted the street car work- 
ers by the State. The proportion of 10-cent fares 
exceeded most expectations.. In the city they were 
42.95 per cent of the total fares and in the county 
47.62 per cent. On the company’s busses in the city 
the 10-cent fares constituted 43.15 per cent of the 
total. Meanwhile, the number of street car pas- 
sengers declined 4.80 per cent. 

This ought to be educational. However, it will be 
surprising if what the people learn from it is not 
so much to accept a straight 10-cent fare without 
raising a rumpus as to deprive the company of the 
means of making such a fare. If, when the present 
franchises shortly expire, the company is compelled 
to operate on a permit such as the People’s Motor 
Bus Co. has, and is given no franchise of any sort, 
the fare can be brought down from its present exalt- 
ed level and based upon the investment.

A Diagnosis of the Municipal Opera 


Public not pleased with management of park enterprise, says Dr. Simon; changes 
needed in Productions Committee, he thinks, with choice of principals left 
to expert musicians; wants public, which foots the bills, to have a voice in choos- 
ing vehicles to be presented; for definite assignment of parts to members of cast. 


By Dr. John H. Simon. 


NDER a big headline, ‘“‘Guarantors 1929 
[J onera.” every copy of the Municipal 

Opera program prints a list of public- 
spirited citizens, firms and organizations 
whe make the annual Municipal Opera sea- 
son possible, and then follow the names 
of what Billy Reedy would have called 
some of our most highly suspected citizens. 
Among them are many of my dearest 
friends and a host of acquaintances for 
whom I have a high regard. Hence what 
I have to say is entirely impersonal. 

We are told that there is a deficit this 
year of moOre than $12,500. There are 
by actual count 512 guarantors who would 
be pledged to pay $24 or more each unless 
the deficit is taken out of the surplus, as 
it was on two previous occasions, Twenty- 
four dollars just for being a public-spirited 
citizen whose name appears in thousands 
of programs at every performance for 10 
years. But the deficit will be paid out of 
the surplus, so the committee has decided. 
Saved again. It will be paid out of the 
$37,000 fund created by the thousands of 
music lovers who go to the box office and 
pay their cash for left-over seats. I sub- 
mit, in the friendliest kind of way, that the 
Opera is made possible by the cash customer 
who quietly pays his money and is never 
consulted as to his choice of principals or 


repertoire, 


Many of us have since the inception of 
the Municipal Opera occupied the same 
boxes every season, for which we cheerfully 
paid $144. We have been well entertained 
and are proud of this institution which has 
so faverably advertised the city of St. Louis. 
But we have not been pleased with the con- 
duct o° affairs during the iast season. It 
has become more and more evident that the 
Productions Committee is slipping into a 
State of smug complacency which is steering 
the entire project toward disaster uniess 
the individually insignificant, but collective- 
ly powerfu] cash customer, puts tn hig oar. 
From ali sides one hears murmurings, the 
burden of which is that the Productions 
Committee has become a trifle overgrown: 
a bit too ample for its pajamas, as it were. 

It will be remembered that a few seasons 
ago Frank Moulan was outlawed because he 
chose to appear at a St. Loulg theater after 
the opera season was bdver. Dorothy Mar- 
nard, the best prima donna who ever trod 
the boards at the Municipal. failed of re- 
engagement. Under one pretext or another 
most of the favorites with the big audience 
on the hill have been eliminated. During 
the last season Eva Clark was dismissed 
without notice under circumstances which 
would have shocked the sensibilities of a 
discharged janitor. The winsome and uni- 
versally pleasing Alice MacKenzie was driv- 
en to resignation by a series 2f systematic 
humiliations, Pierre White was steadily and 
studiedly forced into the background until 
he abdicated to preserve hig artistic eelf- 


respect. 


Vittorio Verse, the most capable conduc- 
tor who has appeared in recent years, whose 
masterly and dignified work was in pleasing 
contrast to that of the clowning Previn, 
was eased out of place because he had the 
unpardonable effrontery to insist on playing 
the operas as they were written and not ae 
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they were mutilated by some Municipal 
musicaster. 

It has been said that all actor folk are 
temperamental. To the innocent playgoer 
who “pays his money,” but does not “take 
his choice” the question occurs, “Did all 
these high-class artists become tempera- 
mental suddenly and simultaneously? Is 
there such a thing, psychologically, ag an 
epidemic of artistic paresis? If not, was 
perhaps the ugly specter of favoritism lurk- 
ing behind the proscenium?” 

When the committee went East to select 
the principals, they met these principals in 
person and scrutinized them thoroughly ac- 
cording to their Nights. The committee 
members heard them sing and saw them 
dance. They engaged them at stipulated 
salaries for 12 weeks. Considering the 
wholesale “canning” which took place this 
summer, could it be possible that the too- 
trusting and generous-hearted committee 
was buncoed in the tryout, returning after 
its arduous task with an assortment of oper- 
atic gold bricks? If not, how can we ex- 
plain the sudden and wholesale deteriora- 
tion that caused these demotions or dismis- 
sals?

Without laying any claim in the least to 
being a technical expert in music, and voic- 
ing only the sentiments of those patrons of 
the opera with whom I have come in con- 
tact. I offer these suggestions: 

Make some changes in the personne! of 
the Productions Committee. A_ self-per- 
petuating oligarchy is distasteful to the 
public. 

Permit the patrons by some simple bal- 
loting system to choose half the operas for 
such succeeding season. the committee to 
choose the other half. This would give the 
people some of the old favorite operas and 
yet not exclude the newer ones of merit. 
Some of the recent experiments with new 
and unknown operas have proved costly. 

Send experts in voice, music and dancing 
East to make selections of principais. not a 
large committee of business men and poli- 
ticlangs who think a madrigai is part of a 
horse's harness and a cadenza some town in 
Spain. 

Let each principal know exactiy what 
part in each opera he is to sing and let it 
sO appear in the contract. There can then 
be no emotional! upheavals during the sea- 
son's performances. 

Above all else. make selections according 
to merit alone. in every case from prima 
donna to scene shifter. One of the surest 
ways of putting the Municipal Opera upon 
the rocks and finally wrecking the whole 
enterprise is to let politica! influence and 
personal favoritism determine the cast otf 
characters instead of artistic fitness and fair 
play.

HAWES ASKS HOOVER 
T0 HALT LEVEE WORK 


Senator. Wants Condemnation 
Proceedings in Southern Mis- 
souri Settled First. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Pur- 
suing his fight against the Jadwin 
flood control plan, Senator Harry 
B. Hawes of Missouri yesterday 
asked President Hoover, in a con- 
ference at the White House, to sus- 
pend work on the set-back levee 
in Southern Missouri pending the 
determination of damages to prop- 
erty holders through condemna- 
tion proceedings in the courts. 

The plan as it now stands for 
immediate building of the levee 
and the fixing of compensation by 
direct negotiation between the 
Government and the property own- 
ers. Hawes has long contended 
that this procedure was destructive 
of property values in the affected 
area, 

Several days ago, in response to 
a similar request from Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, relating to 
flood control operations in that 
State, the President said he would 
consider the suspension of work 
on the lower Mississippi until Con- 
gress could reconsider the ques- 
tions at issue, if the Mississippi 
Valley Senators and Congressmen 
would accept the responsibility for 
the postponement. 

Hawes said he told the President 
he was willing to accept such re- 
sponsibility in relation to the 
Southeastern Missouri work. 


Attorney-General Held President 
Had No Intervention Power. 

Attorney-General Mitchell, in an 
Opinion requested by President 
Hoover in consequence of an ear- 
lier attempt of the same sort by 
Hawes and other Senators, inter- 
preted the flood control act, al- 
ready passed on and adopted by 
Congress, as providing no powers 
of presidential intervention, but 
providing for the procedure now 
under way in Southeast Missouri. 
That is the procedure to which Sen- 
ator Hawes objects. 

The Attorney-General withheld 
any ruling on the procedure in Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana, explaining 
that such an opinion would be im- 
proper since the points on which 
he was asked to rule were at issue 
in the courts. 

Missouri's phase of the $325,- 
000,000 project is a floodway be- 
tween Bird’s Point and New Mad- 
rid. It is to be limited to an av- 
erage width of five miles by a set- 
back levee, in order to protect 111 
adjacent square miles flooded in 
the past. Excess water in great 
floods, estimated to occur once in 
ten years, is to be admitted by a 
“fuse plug’’ section, lowered three 
feet, in the present levee. The 
purpose of the floodway is to re- 
lieve strain on the main levees of 
the Mississippi betweer Cape Girar- 
deau and New Madrid, principally 
for the benefit of Cairo.

Announcement was made in Den- 
ver that J. C. Anderson, secretary 
of the, Norwood Cattle Loan Co., 
was in possession of $30,000 of the 
amount Waggoner obtained in New 
York. "Waggoner was also presi- 
dewit’of this loan company. Den- 
Wer offices of the Norwood Com- 
pany said the $30,000 had been 
placed to Anderson's credit in the 
Continental Bank + of Salt Lake 
City. Of this, $25,000 was used to 
pay a loan Waggoner hai in the 
Salt Lake City depository and the 
balance sent to the compxuy, less 
interest charges. 

Securities valued at $25.¢00, col- 
lateral for the loan, were: sent to 
Anderson. These securities, An- 
derson said, were unclaimed by 
New York banks, although he be- 
lieved -the banks were aware of 
the transaction.

The amount of color- 
ing matter to be used is limited and 
is done mainly with a view to pro- 
mote sales. 
Salt in butter is an effective pre- 
servative. For this reason, and to 
the fact that salt adds weight to 
butter, salt butter is s''ghtly cheap- 
er than the sweet. Because of 
Government restrictions, only 4 
certain amount of salt can be used. 
Butter fat is a fat of solid com. 
position and is found only in fats of 
mammals. Butter is more easily 
digested, and richer In vitamins 
and food value, than any other 
type of fat. 
Butter can be adulterated with 
oleo oils. Oleo oil is a semi-solid 
fatty matter expressed from beef 
fat. Oleomargarine, which spat- 
ters in the foam test, is manufac- 
tured largely from he oleo oils. 

Lard is expressed from pig (at. 
Lard may be used with oleo oils, 
or sometimes with such materials 
as cocoanut oll or cottonseed oil. 
There is @ definite difference ir 
the food value of butter and oleo. 
margarine or lard, and difference 
in the price.

A GOOD WIFE 


old-fashioned synonym for 

‘wife’; spell it “helpmeet” 
and it conveys a particular meanh- 
ing to many a woman, She knows 
that her wifely job is to be a 
“help-meét-the-bills,” a help-make- 
both-ends meet.” There's nothing 
new about this function for mar- 
ried women; conscientious ones 
have perforined it for generations. 
Only they did it according to the 
old formula that “a penny saved is 
a@ penny earned.” The fifty-fifty 
wife of today sets up, as her new 
formula for helping her husband, 
that “two salaries go farther than 
one.” 

Why should there be such criti- 
cism of her in certain quarters? 
Why should she not choose her 
own way of being a helpmate, s0 
long as she is a mate who helps? 

Once there was practically no 
opportunity for her to earn after 
marriage and, perforce, she helped 
the family exchequer by the prac- 
tice of the most meticulous thrift. 
As Christine Frederick says in her 
new book, “Selling Mrs. Consumer,” 
good wives once made a dollar go 
a very, very long way by “using 
left-overs, making chairs out of 
sugar barrels, baking their own 
bread, making their own soap from 
kitchen fats, sewing their own 
clothing. Thus were accomplished 
the wonders of our grandmothers 
who raised a family of six on a few 
hundred dollars a year.” 

All praise and credit to him! To. 
day, too, there are plenty of mar- 
ried women performing equally po- 
tent miracles of economy and con- 
trivance and self-denial. They are 
often the wives of white-collar 
workers who have little children 
to care for or who for other rea- 
sons find it better to conserve 
what their husbands earn than to 
become earners themselves, 
The modern women who make a 
home comfortable and a family 
happy on a meager income deserve 
almost more credit, it seems to us, 
than their penny-pinching mothers 
and grandmothers, For the higher 
cost of living today makes inten- 
sive thrift more difficult than ever, 
and the temptations to fall away 
from it are more alluring. 
Yet many a wife in moderate cir- 
cumstances is doing all her own 
work, giving up ali her former in- 
terests and pleasures to be with 
her children, living on a scale be- 
low that of her girlhood or of her 
self-supporting young-womanhood, 
and gallantly hiding her painful 
economies—all in order to help her 
husband to get along. 
She is a good soldier, this self- 
forgetting young wife and mother, 
who—like Janet in Wanda Frank- 
lin Neff’s fine new novel, “Lone 
Voyagers”—takes upon herself the 
family financial responsibilities to 
save her husband from worry. How 
many women will read with sym- 
pathetic thrill of those who have 
“been there,”” how “Janet was scat- 
ed at her desk in the bedroom win- 
dow going over her housekeeping 
accounts for October. Something 
must be done. No margin for 
clothes, holidays, even for dentist 
and doctor bills. How could two 
people use up sO much money? 
“A month ago, when the Septem- 
ber bills came in, she had made 
drastic reforms. She didn’t see how 
she could pare down expenses any 
further. Mrs. Peterson had come 
every Friday to give the house a 
thorough cleaning. Four dollars 
each week. Sixteen dollars a 
month. Well, that must go. She 
would do it herself. 
“Then there were the laundry 
bills. They were terrific. Keith 
had a gentlemanly luxuriance about 
clean linen which couldn't be dis- 
couraged. To retrench she tried 
to do part of the washing herself; 
stockings in the bathroom every 
night before she went to bed. ... 
Those inevitable stockings every 
night! No matter how tired she was 
—one pair for her, one pair for 
Keith, 14 a week, 60 a month. In 
a year—how did women manage 
to exist through such stretches of 
inevitable monotony? 
“Grocery bills—adding them up 
every week—too much one time— 
paring down here, there. Eating 
Oranges when they were cheap, re- 
serving custards and omelets for a 
bountiful egg season in spring.
